REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After further 
review, the restriction requirement of 6/4/2009 has been withdrawn and all the claims 
are under consideration. The prior art neither teaches nor shows the claimed invention 
including cutting a film piece, winding around a mandrel having the trailing and leading 
edges in an overlapped manner, transferring the film piece to a concave inner surface, 
and sealing the overlapping edges. Further the prior art neither teaches nor shows the 
claimed invention including feeding means for the film, a winding mandrel for winding 
the film thereabout, a sealing device for sealing the edges of the foil material, and a 
holding device for holding the film piece so that it can be sealed and placed over the 
can body.
